The United States of America, a Sovereign, by Pincus Law Group, PLLC, Attorneys for 
the plaintiff, complains and alleges as follows: 

1. This Court has jurisdiction under the provisions of Title 28, United States Code, Section 
1345. 

2. On or about December 6, 2012 at the request of Defendant, Carol Niles a/k/a Carol L. 
Niles, (hereinafter “Defendant”), the Plaintiff, the United States of America, acting through the 
Rural Housing Service or successor agency. United States Department of Agriculture, 
(hereinafter “Plaintiff’), did lend to the Defendant, the sum of $45,950.00, which sum the 
Defendant did undertake and promise to repay, with interest at 3.1250% in specified monthly 


installments. 
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3. As evidence of the indebtedness, the Defendant did execute and deliver to the 
Plaintiff a Promissory Note dated 12/6/12, a true copy of which is attached as Exhibit “A”. 

4. In order to secure the payment of the indebtedness, the Defendant did execute, 
acknowledge, and deliver to the Plaintiff, a real property mortgage dated 12/6/12, a true copy of 
which is attached as Exhibit “B”. The real property that is security for the mortgage is 
commonly known as 55 Malby Avenue, Massena, NY 13662 located in St. Lawrence County, 
New York and more particularly described as set forth in the legal description attached to Exhibit 
“B”, and is also known as Parcel ID/Tax Account # 9.068-8-5. 

5. The mortgage was duly recorded in the St. Lawrence County Clerk’s Office on or 
about Dec. 6, 2012 at Instrument No. 2012-00019445. 

6. Plaintiff is the owner and holder of the Promissory Note and Mortgage. 

7. The Defendant has breached and violated the provisions of the Promissory Note 
and Mortgage in that they did neglect and fail to pay the installments of principal and interest 
when due beginning with the July 6, 2018 payment, despite due demand therefore and by failing 
to make payment of real property taxes when due, thus making it necessary for the plaintiff to 
pay the same to protect its interest. 

8. By reason of the defaults described herein, plaintiff has elected to declare the 
entire sums secured by the mortgage to be due and payable. 

9. There is now justly due and payable to the plaintiff, as of Sept. 12, 2019, on the 
Promissory Note and Mortgage the following sums:

10. Upon information and belief, plaintiff may be eompelled to make additional advances for 
payment of taxes, hazard insurance water and sewer charges, or other municipal assessments 
maintenance, in order that it may proteet and preserve seeurity, but the nature and amount 
thereof is unknown to plaintiff at this time. Nevertheless, plaintiff seeks reeovery thereof and 
therefore, together with interest thereon. 

11. No other aetion or proceeding has been brought at law or otherwise for the reeovery of 
said sums secured by the Promissory Note and Mortgage, or any part thereof 

12. The Defendant, besides Carol Niles a/k/a Carol L. Niles, named in the caption of the 
Complaint, as set forth in Exhibits “C”, have or may claim to have some interest in or lien upon 
the mortgaged premises or some part thereof, which interest or lien, if any accrued subsequently 
to the lien of the United States mortgage and is subsequent thereto. 

13. That the plaintiff has complied with the notice provisions of the New York State 
RPAPL Section 1304. A copy of the required notice is attaehed hereto as Exhibit “D”. 14. 

Upon information and belief, the provisions of Banking Law Seetion 5 95-a, and any rules and 
regulations promulgated thereunder, and Banking law Sections 6-1 and 6-m and RPAPL section 
1302(1) are not applieable to the mortgage loan that is the subject of this proceeding. 
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14. At the time this proceeding was commenced, the plaintiff has complied with the 
provisions of New York State RPAPL Section 1306 regarding fding with the Superintendent of 
the New York State Banking Department. A copy of the required fding is attached hereto as 
Exhibit “E”. 

15. The true names of the defendants John Doe, Mary Roe and XYZ Corporation are 
unknown to the United States, those names being fictitious, but intending to designate tenants, 
occupants or other persons, if any, having or claiming any estate or interest in possession upon 
the premises or any portion thereof 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff demands judgment: 

(a) That the defendants, or either or any of them, subsequent to the filing of the Notice of 
Pendency of this action, and every person whose conveyance or encumbrance is 
subsequently recorded, be forever barred and foreclosed of all right, claim, lien and 
equity of redemption in the mortgaged premises; 

(b) That the premises may be decreed to be sold according to law; 

(c) That the amount due to the plaintiff on the promissory note and mortgage may be 
adjudged; 

(d) That the moneys arising from the sale may be brought into Court; 

(e) That the plaintiff may be paid the amount adjudged to be due to the plaintiff with interest 
thereon to the time of such payment, together with the costs and expenses of this action 
and the expenses of the sale, so far as the amount of such money properly applicable 
thereto will pay the same; 
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(f) And that the plaintiff may have sueh other and further relief as may be just and equitable.

Borrower warrants and will defend generally the title to the Property against all claims and demands, subject to any 
encumbrances of record. 

THIS SECURITY INSTRUMENT combines uniform covenants for national use and non-uniform covenants 
with limited variations by jurisdiction to constitute a uniform security instrument covering real property. 

UNIFORM COVENANTS. Borrower and Lender covenant and agree as follows: 

1. Payment of Principal and Interest; Prepayment and Late Charges. Borrower shall promptly pay when 
due the principal of and interest on the debt evidenced by the Note and any prepayment and late charges due under 

the Note, . * r . 

2. Funds for Taxes and Insurance. Subject to applicable law or to a wntten waiver by I^der, Borrower 

shall pay to Lender on the day montUy payments are due under the Note, until the Note is paid in full, a sum 
("Funds") for: (a) yearly taxes and assessments which may attain priority over this Security Instrument as a lien on 
the Property; (b) yearly leasehold payments or ground rents on the Property, if any; (c) yearly h^d or property 
insurance premiums; and (d) yearly flood insurance premiums, if any. These items are called "Escrow Items." 
Lender may, at any time, collect and hold Funds in an amount not to exceed the maximum amount a lender for a 
federally related mortgage loan may require for Borrower’s escrow account under the federal Real Estate Settlement 
Procedures Act of 1974 as amended from time to time, 12 U.S.C. § 2601 et seq, ("RESPA"), unless another law or 
federal regulation that applies to the Funds sets a lesser amount. If so, Lender may, at any time, collect and hold 
Fun^ in an amount not to exceed die lesser amount. Lender may estimate the amount of Funds due on the basis of 
current data and reasonable estimates of expenditures of future Escrow Items or otherwise in accordance with 
applicable law. . 

The Funds shaD be held by a federal agency (including Lender) or in an institution whose deposits are insured 
by a federal agency, instrumentality, or entity.
